NEW ORLEANS STRIKE 


Has Been Settled, the Ultimatum of the Governor 


Being Accepted by the Men—Many Effi= 


gies Found in the Streets. 


MATTERS INVOLVED IN THE STRIKE. 


The following is an outline of the demands of the striking miners as 


stated by John Mitchell, president of the United Mine Workers of America, 
and also a statement of the operators' or mine owners' side of the question: 


DEMAND OF STRIKERS. 


The demand of the mine workers 


are, briefly, as follows:

but all were rotting on the 


yards. As we stood looking up a gust 
of wind brought a cloud of black dust 
down in our faces. Here and there a 
loose rope was swinging about like a 
serpent suspended by the tail to a 
limb, but the rigging as a whole was 
in fair shape—that is, it seemed to be- 
but later on we found every rope ready 
to part at the lightest pull. 


We had come upon her broadside. 


One of the men walked down to her 
stern and stared and blinked for five 
minutes before he could trace the faded 
letters and make out "Emily Benson, 
St. John's, N. F." She wasn't a Rus- 
sian, but a Newfoundland -whaler aud 
sealer. Not a bpat Was in sight on her 
davits, while her rudder bad been car- 
ried away and several planks aboie it 
crushed in. Night fell as we stood 
there, and it was decided to put up 
our tent instead of going aboard. No 
one had even looked over her rail yet. 
The mate had affirmed that nothing 
grewsome could be found aboard, but 
he had no relish for making an in- 
spection by candlelight. I doubt if 
any man in our party slept for more 
than an hour at a time that night. Our 
tent was pitched within five feet of the 
vessel, and -while tbe air was perfectly 
still tbe cold was intense, tbe thermom- 
eter showing 23 degrees below zero. 
Now and then the ice in the bay would 
crack like the report of a blunderbuss, 
while the frost penetrated tbe planka 
of tbe derelict and produced strange 
and uncanny noises. I remember tbat 
I, for one, was glad indeed when day- 
light came agaiu. 


Tbe brig stood so high tbat we had 


to board her by clambering up tbe 
fore chains. We had pictured her deck 
a scene of desolation, but we w,ere 
agreeably disappointed. 
There was 


some little disarray, but no such disor- 
der as might have been expected. The 
cabin doors were shut, the batches on 
tbe slide drawn over the fo'castle. Her 
try works -were still standing, and tb* 
big kettle in which tbe blubber was 
melted was half full of a substance 
which had once been oil. Tbe scuttle 
butt or cask holding drinking water 
was simply a heap of, rotten states, 
•and 'be same -was true of the beef bar- 
reL Here and there were rotten spots 
in her deck planks, and tbe fo'castle 
deck was almost bidden from sight by 
tbe growth of fungus. Had tbe eight 
of us grouped together in any one spot 
our united weight would have broken 
the deck beams, and bad we swayed 
on the rigging we could bare loosened 
nil the chain plates and perhaps 
brought down all the yards and the 
topgallant masts on deck.

doors were readily opened, but we bad 
to stand aside for ten minutes on ac- 
count of the unpleasant odor of what 
is known as dry rot. and a breath of it 
choked the lungs Hke'smokc.

the B. & O. depot. 


A theory advanced"was that lie had

Relative of Thomas Edison Propoxen 


to Substitute Grana For Coiil— Port 
Worth (Tex.) Man Han a I'rc««frip- 
tion Kor Cotnponn«llii(? Kucl— Deiicc 
For Condemning; 1'cnt. 
Patent officials have heretofore paid 


but little attention to schemes for 
manufacturing substitutes for coal, 
says a special dispatch from Washing- 
ton to the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 
There have been many devices and 
formulas 
for products that 
would 


serve as a fuel substitute, but iu lacst 
cases they base been worthless, cost- 
ing more than the average coal. With 
anthracite at over $20 a ton, soft coal 
scarce and advancing In price aud 
v> ood on the booiu in the fuel market, 
there has been a throng of inventors 
at the patent office with applications 
for patents on all sorts of artificial 
fueL There has also been a rush of 
inventors with plans for converting 
grates and burners so that they may 
be adapted for fuel oil and liquid sub- 
stitutes. Out of the plans offered it is 
the hope of the patent officials that 
some scheme may be found which will 
serve as a substitute for anthracite 
coal and remove the people from the 
nightmare of a coal famine for the 
coming winter. 


A relative of Thomas Edison, the fa- 


mous electrical expert, is in the field 
with what is probably the most unique 
scheme to rid the public 'of the burdens 
of the long coal strike. 
If his plan 


should be found practical, every house- 
wife will be able to go out into the 
front yard each morning and gather 
the chief component of the Edison sub- 
stitute for coal. This is nothing more 
nor less than gras.s. The inventor is 
Simon Ogden Edisou of East Orange, 
N. J. He promises to convert the nat- 
ural or dried fiber of all kinds of grass- 
es, grain, corn, sugar cane, etc.. into 
artificial fueL He has obtained n pat- 
ent on the process for ti eating such 
materials by which be claims to be 
able to produce a smoldering flame 
similar to that resulting from burning 
co.il instead of a blaze caused by the 
ignition and consumption of T^ood. 


E. J. Mead of Philadelphia has a pat- 


ent on a plan to make a combustible 
briquet from comminuted coal, coke or 
other burnable material by the use of 
molasses as a binding agent Molasses 
has been employed for this purpose be- 
fore, but there are certain objections 
to it, one of which is that it will usual- 
ly disintegrate on coining iu contact 
with water or moisture. Mead's proc- 
ess avoids this result by heating the 
molasses when used as a bind. An- 
other scheme is for making a poor 
quality of soft coal available as a Wgh 
grade fuel. 
A Denver man has in- 


vented a process which requires con- 
siderable machinery for removing the 
water, volatile hydrocarbons and am- 
monia from the lignite, leaving a pitchy 
material, which is pressed into briquets. 


A Baltimore man has a plan for using 


sawdust in a compressed brick form 
suitable for stoves and grates. A pre- 
scription for compounding fuel 
has 


been drawn up by a resident of Fort 
Worth, Tex., and he claims the prod- 
uct is superior to the best grade of 
bituminous coal and at the same time 
is far cheaper. In addition to all these 
advantages, he calls attention to the 
fact that it possessed the highly de- 
sirable quality of being nonexplosive. 


A great many schemes of artificial 


fuel call for the use of peat as or.e of 
the parts of the compound. A British 
subject by the name of Gillam hns just 
taken out letters patent on a device for 
drying and condensing peat for fuel. 
His scheme is something like that of 
the Fort Worth innn, consisting of a 
mixture of a lot of ingredients to pro- 
duce a substitute for anthracite. Of 
the material he employs "the principal 
is peat, mixed with which is the oxide 


j of an alknline earth, finely divided car- 
bon. sugar and an alkali salt. This is 
pressed into blocksaudsoldintbatshapa. 


A Chicago man has a process for con- 


verting earth or soil into fuel by adding 
to such disintegrated material certain 
quantities of pitch and resin, saw- 
dust, sulphuric acid and hot water. 
Another scheme is to heat coal dust 
to the point of ignition and afterward 
mix it with paraffin residuum, borax. 
anJiuiony, acetic acid, oil cake meal 
and cnide potash. Still asiotber recipe 
for making artificial fuel is an admix- 
ture of the following: Hesin, ta3!ow, 
saJ soda, alum, cider vinegar, flour 
paste, coal dust and sawdust.

Frequently the fact is referred to in 


the newspapers that a large majority 
of representatives and senators are 
lawyers. That is true and probably 
will continue to be true so long as the 
republic lives, 
facts: 


It grows out of these 


First—The American people are the 


greatest admirers of oratory on the 
face of the earth. All lawyers are not 
orators, nor do all lawyers get to con- 
gress, but their business compels most 
lawyers to become at least intelligible 
speakers. No other class of our citi- 
zens is so much given to' public speak- 
ing as lawyers save preachers, and very 
few of the latter aspire to public sta- 
tion; hence the lawyers have" the call, 
or, in race horse parlance, the pole,, 
•when it comes to. "running for con- 
gress." 


Second.—A large acquaintance among 


the people of a congressional district 
Is usually a sine qua non to a nomina- 
tion or an election. Of course there 
are exceptions to the rule, but never- 
theless that is the rule. A lawyer in 
active practice has a fine opportunity 
to know and be known by the voters. 
Especially was that true when "riding 
the 
circuit" was • fashionable, for, 


strange to say, the railroads, instead of 
Increasing the habit of practicing over 
the circuit, have diminished it. Where- 
fore? Let philosophers answer. 


Tliird.—People have an idea that a 


man who lias spent a large portion of 
his life studying, practicing and ex- 
pounding the law ought to know bow 
to make law. This may or may not be 
true. 


As, the house is made up largely of 


lawyers, it goes without saying that 
courts, judges, lawyers, juries, clients, 
witnesses et id genus omne are most 
frequently the themes at the cloakroom 
seances. 
Judge Porter and the Jury. 


I do not remember, however, to have 


heard any lawyer congressman tell a 
more piquant story about a court than 
this one I am about to set forth, relat- 
ed by James Kelly Pool of Centralia, 
-Mo., who is not a lawyer. He is an 
editor. He tells it of Hon. Gilchrist. 
Porter, a-splendid Christian gentleman 
who served two terms in congress and 
several terms on the circuit bench. 
Pool's story runs In this wise: "It is 
said that on a certain occasion a sher- 
iff of Audrain county summoned a spe- 
cial jury to try some case in the cir- 
cuit court at Mexico and for some rea- 
son got together a tough lot of Mexico 
saloon frequenters.

Judge Porter awoke from one 
of Lis famous "bench naps.' looked 
the jury over carefully and said to the 
jurymen, "Gentlemen, I can swear you 
in. but all creation cannot qualify 
your "

Judge Porter's Mot. 


Judge Porter not only slept a great 


deal, .but he was an enormous eater. 
No man since the days of old Epicurus 
more thoroughly enjoyed dining. Judge 
Porter was the author of this mot: "A 
turkey is too much for one man to eat 
and not enough for. two."

most-remarkable'statement when it is 
remembered that in bis circuit bronze 
turkey gobblers frequently weigh from 
40 to 50 pounds.

In service was ever elected to the presi- 
dency and only one representative 
while in service. James A. Garfield, 


Lincoln, Hayeo aud McKlnlcy unless 
•we count Washington, tbe elder Adams 
and Jefferson, who all K<-;-vt'd In the 
Continental congress. Ni-ltlw 
Grant, Cleveland nor Konscvdt bwvcd 
In either branch of rongrt SN. J. Q. 
Adams served 17 years In tbe house 
after be was president, and Andrew 
Johnson served a Kiiiall portion of the 
full senatorial term to which he Lad 
been elected after he was president. 
The following presidents had served 
in both houses prior to reaching the 
magistracy of the republic: Jackson 
Harrison, Tyler, Pierce, Buchanan am 
Johnson. To this list must be addcc 
Monroe, If service iu a Continental con 
gress counts. 


It may be seriously doubted whether 


the easy road to the presidency 
through service in either branch of 
congress or in both branches. 
The 


congressional services of Washington. 
Monroe, Jackson, Van Buren. Harrison 
pere. Pierce and Hayes had precious 
little to do with their reaching the 
White House. All the great leaders in 
the two houses of congress have har- 
bored the presidential bee, and most of 
them have descended to their graves 
full of chagrin and bitter thoughts. 
Of course, the ambitions of Clay, Web- 
ster aud Calhoun are always harped 
upon, but there are others—Corwin, 
Cass, Douglas, Seward, Elaine, Conk- 
ling and a host of other choice spirits. 
Wbat the .explanation of this may be 
it is not possible to state. Perhaps the 
fact that veteran senators and repre- 
sentatives have too much record is the 
chief stumbling block in their pathway. 
Which Ran? 


It goes without saying that the aver- 


age commercial tourist is a rattling 
good story teller. Once while lectur- 
ing in -Louisiana I ran across one of 
these modern knights of the road at a 
restaurant in New Orleans. He asked 
me if I had ever heard much of Gen- 
eral Wash Jones of Texas and then 
proceeded as follows: "Wash was a 
great character in his own way, pos- 
sessed of considerable capacity and 
many oddities.
